[Continued.] 
Critical View of the Various Sizing Processes. 

The mistake which was made concerning the 
nature of sizing in pulp sufficiently explains all 
the negative results obtained. But we have a 
firm conviction that, aside from the false theory 
of the resinate, which captivated everybody as 
soon as it came out, it is pre-eminently the mis- 
taken name of pulp size, vat size or vegetable 
size, given to that process which covers the fibres 
with repellent substances, and which bears no 
possible resembance to the old sizing, that has so 
long been the erroneous element and has de- 
layed recognition of this new process. This 
name sizing generates at once the idea of some- 
thing adhesive, and consequently we see what 
an important position this sticking quality for- 
merly occupied in defining the pulp sizing; now 
it is the starch which surrounds the fibre, and 
then it is the rosin to which is attributed the 
faculty of sticking the starch to the fibre, when 
neither the rosin soap nor the moist rosin have 
any adhesive properties, 

Riette asserts strenuously that the size which 
he prepares is gummy, and attaches to fixed 
bodies. This name size, which is given to rosin 
soap, is so deceptive that we remember to have 
seen people use the size for a mucilage and express 
surprise that it did not stick. By this we do not 
mean to convey the opinion that it would be de- 
sirable to change the name size, which has be- 
come so familiar, as the nature of sizing is fully 
recognized, and the name could never do any 
more harm than formerly. 

The historical development of pulp sizing is 
much neglected in the recent works relative to 
the manufacture of paper; and this is wrong, 
because the remarks of Illig, D’Arcet, Vauque- 
lin, Canson, Piette, Raspail, &c., will always 
merit attention, and the researches of these crit- 
ical observers will serve us materially in fixing 
the nature of vegetable size. 

It is quite natural that, while resinate of 
aluminum reigned supreme over the whole ex- 
tent of the subject of sizing, the experience of 
people who succeeded in surmounting every diffi- 
culty opposed to pulp sizing did not accord partic- 
ularly well with the new theory, and was ignored 
or forgotten. All the experiments and facts men- 
tioned by the several writers are readily ex- 
plained, now that we thoroughly comprehend 
the reactions which have taken place. Most of 
these labors concerning pulp sizing have been 
carefully collated, both by M. Piette, in his 
“Traité de la Fabrication du Papier” (Paris, 
1831), and by M. Lenormand, in the ‘* Manuel 
du Fabricant de Papier” (Paris, 1853.) We shall 
now examine and criticize the various processes 
employed in putp sizing. 


Colorers and Ackermann’s Liquor. 

The colorers prepared their composition pre- 
cipitating 4 ounces of Flanders glue, 4 ounces of 
white soap, by 2 ounces of alum. If we ex- 
amine the reaction between the fatty soap and 
the salts of aluminum, we find the same condi- 
tions as for the rosinsoap. By precipitating the 
fatty soap with sufficient alum to make the 
liquor alkaline or neutral, react slightly, a com- 
bination of fatty acids is precipitated with 
the aluminum, together with a small quantity 
of free fatty acids. The precipitate does not 
melt by boiling: a small quantity of ether 
does not dissolve it. By precipitating the soap 
with an excess of alum the principal forma- 
tion is free acids, with a certain quantity 
of salt of aluminum. It is very difficult 
to decompose this salt of aluminum by the 
excess of alum, as the free fatty acids which 
envelope it preserve it from contact; the decom- 
position occurs at once upon the addition of 
ether, and shaking it. 

Vauquelin has already mentioned this diffi- 
culty in decomposing aluminum soaps, and he 
gives the following recipe for preparing Acker- 
mann’s liquor: ‘‘Dissolve some soap and strong 
glue or any other gelatine in water, add to this 
Solution a solution of alum, which, in decom- 
posing, forms in the mixture a lumpy precipi- 
tate composed of oil, aluminum and animal mat- 
ter; then add weak sulphuric acid to redissolve 
8 portion of the aluminum to make the precipi- 
tate lighter and to prevent it from sinking; but 
the aluminum, once combined with the oil and 
the animal matter, does not entirely dissolve 
‘gain in the sulphuric acid; this is why the oil 
Temains very opaque, does not rise, and does not 
‘ink, It is conceded that too much sulphuric 
scid must not be used... .. It is a white liquor, 
nilky and opaque ; poured upon filtering paper 
“continues agitated for a long time..... Thus, 

































of aluminum and free fatty acids. 
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quired of potash to dissolve the rosin. 
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the substance which, in uniting with the tissues, 
makes them impermeable to water, is not only 
oil, but acombination of this substance with 
aluminum, and, probably, animal gelatine, 
which should make this property more durable.” 

Vauquelin had, as early as 1803, a very clear 
and precise idea concerning the impermeability 
of tissues, which applies as well to paper. The 
proportions employed by the colorers were 
selected in such a manner as to make a mixture 
of fatty acids and aluminum soap, as we shall 
see by the analysis of the quantities of the sub- 
stances employed. Marseilles soap is composed 
of about: 


White Soap. 
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Let us suppose that we are dealing with stearic 
acid, and we have, for the decomposition of the 
soap by sulphate of aluminum, the following 
equations:

According to the equation I, we shall obtain ste- 
arate of aluminum, and, as 362 of soda (Na,O) 
require 949 of alum, 4.6 of 
soda representing 100 of white 
soap will require for the de- 
composition 23.4 of alum. 
According to equation II. we 
obtain free stearic acid and 
basic sulphate of aluminum; 
62 Na,O require 949 of alum, 
consequently 4.6 of soda, 
representing 100 of soap, will 
require 70.4 of alum. The 
colorers employ 4 of soap and 
2 of alum; the precipitate 
which they obtain, therefore, 
is composed of about equal parts of stearate 
The dry 
mixture of this body forms a solid mass, which 
melts only at a rather high temperatnre, which 
is notably repellent, and is consequently quite 


suited to preserve the paper from the action of 


water. 


Illig’s System and First System of Arcet and 
Mérimée. 

F. Illig, of Erbach, was the first to employ 
rosin in pulp sizing. As early as 1806 he sold to 
the manufacturersa pamphlet entitled ‘Méthode 
pour Coller le Papier en Pate avant la prepara- 
tion” (Frankfort, 1806); and the second edition 


une Maniére sfire, simple et peu cofiteuse de 
Coller le Papier en PAte” (1827). Illig uses a 
potash rosin soap, which he prepares by dissolv- 
ing one part of rosin in three of potash, and he 
adds enough alum to saturate the potash, gen- 
erally two or three times as much alum as it re 


These data show that Illig’s process could 
never give very great results, even allowing that 
the potash which he employed might have been 
very weak—the quantity of aluw required to 


cent. of carbonate of potash—it would have been 
impossible for the alum to properly decompose 
the compact resinate of aluminum formed within 
such a strong alkaline liquor. 

In the first memorandum upon sizing—which 
was sent only toa few French manufacturers, 
and of whom but two acknowledged the receipt 
—the commissioners appointed by the Committee 
on Chemical Sciences of the Society of Encour- 
agement, Messrs. D’Arcet and Mérimée, used for 
100 pounds of dry palp, two pounds of starch, 
one-half pound of alum and one pound of rosin 
dissolved in 500 grammes of soda crystals. A 
weak bath of gelatine was quite sufficient to size 
the paper. The proportions of soda and alum 
were not yet well determined, the papers were 
not sized without a second alum bath. 

Since then, practical experience has demon- 
strated that there must be used at least 1 kilog. 
of alum for 1 kilog. of rosin for pulp-size. Ac- 
cording to our equation as stated, 286 of soda 
crystals are required for 949 of alum. The 500 
grammes of soda used to dissolve 1 kilog. of 
rosin would, therefore, have required 1,659 
grammes of alum, while D’Arcet and Mérimée 
used only 500 grammes, doubtless just the quan- 
tity necessary to neutralize the soda in the vat, 
and to form resinate of aluminum. It is only in 
the gelatine bath that the later decomposition 
of the resinate can occur to make the paper 
quite impermeable with a very small quantity 
of gelatine.

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The water-wheel test to come off at Holyoke 
is exciting much interest. 
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Improvement in Paper Pulp Engines. 

This invention relates to an improvement in 
Gordon engines for preparing stock for making 
paper pulp, but more especially in the peculiar 


construction of the knives and the manner of in- ; 


serting and securing them in the roll,which con- 
sists, first, in a knife about one and three-fourths 
inch wide and one-eighth of an inch thick, 
with raised dovetails on one or both sides, to 
correspond with the bearings or grooves in the 
rings of the roll, but without parallel taper or 
wedge form; and in order to insert them in the 
grooves a recess iscutin the dovetail between 
the bearings sufficient to permit them to drop 
into the grooves loosely, and when pressed up 
into the grooves from the small end of the roll 
they are held firmly by the centrifugal force 
caused by the action of the machine, without 
p2rallel taper or wedge form to assist in holding 
them, they being prevented from slipping out at 
the large end of the roll by means of a stop- 
shoulder in the groove, 


The great advantages claimed for knives 
formed and inserted in this manner are, that 
they can be made much cheaper, and by means 
of the recess or reduction of the dovetails be- 
tween the bearings they can be dropped into the 
grooves, and by sliding them up from two to 
four inches into the grooves they are held firmly 
without taper or wedge form to assist, and when 
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necessary they may be easily removed when 
required. E is the interior roll or nut, which is 
made in form as shown, with raised rings F F 
at intervals, to answer as bearings to hold the 
knives. GG are dovetail grooves cut in the 
rings F F, to receive and hold the knives. H is 
a stop-block in the grooves G at the end of the 
roll, to prevent the knives from slipping out, the 
pressure being at all times in that direction. I 
1s the driving pulley and shaft, which, when put 
together, works in the bearings of the shell, 
which completely incloses it, so as to permit the 


knives to pass each other closely as it ‘revolves, | 


thereby reducing the paper-stock to a finer pulp. 
N N are collars or sleeves, made of composition 
metal, shrunk firmly on the journal-bearings of 
the shaft I, where they work in the packing, to 
prevent corrosion by the chemicals used in the 
pulp, which passes through the engine. J J are 
the knives, which are made of steel, about one 
and three fourths inch wide and one-eighth of 
an inch thick, rolled with a continuous dovetail 
on the side, without parallel taper -; wedge 
form: and in order to insert them in th. grooves 
of the roll, a recess is cut in the dovetail between 
the bearings sufficient to permit them to drop in 
loosely, and by sliding them up two or more 
inches into the grooves, or until they rest against 
the stop-block H, they will be held firmly by the 
pressure of the machine ip that direction, with. 
out parallel taper to assis, / bolding them, and 
when necessary may be eas, removed for re- 
pairs without loss of time. ‘ 

The inventor, Charles Ey,mmaker, claims: 1. 
The knife J, when made with raised dovetails L 
L, of even thickness at the bearings or grooves 
in the roll, and reduced in thickness between 
them, to admit their dropping into the grooves 
loosely. 2. The stop-block H in the groove at 
the end of the roll, to prevent the knives from 
slipping out by the action of the machine. 3. 
The composition-metal sleeves N N on the 
journal! bearings of shaft I, to prevent corrosion 
of the shaft by the chemicals used in the pulp.

MANAGEMENT. 

The march of science is now so rapid, its appli- 
cation to our industries so general, communica- 
tion is so easy and so frequent, that there are 
no longer any secrets in our manufacture, or at 
least, such cannot be withheld for any length of 
time. And it is no longer admissible that the 
discovery or possession of a particular process 
can suffice to assure the prosperity of any mill. 
It is in a well-qualified organization, and, above 
all, a good management, that the true elements 
of this prosperity are found, together with the 
sole conditions of their permanency. It may 
be asserted that the soul of a paper mill lies in 
its management; it is that which furnishes 
sustenance to the manufacture, and which opens 
the outlets for its production. It directs all 
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of its details and makes everything work 
smoothly and harmoniously; it watches care- 
fully the repairs and improvements, and, in 
fact, it forms and maintains with impartiality 
the rules which govern the establishment. The 
manager of a large paper mill has no easy task 
to perform; bis duties are numerous and import- 
ant. I have already alluded to them, but their 
importance is so prominent that I have con- 
cluded to recapitulate them here in succinct 
form. 


Every one intrusted with the management 
and direction of a paper mill should take the 
proper steps to procure all the necessary ma- 
terials at the lowest cost for the proper quality, 
and in quantities which, while never falling 
short, should sot, by a careless excess, absorb 
capital which thus returns nothing. Each class 
of rags should be subjected to such treatment as 
will make them out-turn respectively to the 
greatest advantage. Make up the pulp so as to 
obtain papers which shall conform strictly to 
samples given with orders, but with all possible 
economy, using to this end, and in proportion as 
the manufacture will permit, all the rags 
suitable for the purpose, and not permitting 
those of inferior quality to remain on hand. 
Seek carefully the most approved processes of 
manufacture. Make timely repairs and neces- 
sary improvements, with a view to permanent 
good condition, but avoiding anything of the 
nature of elegance and ap- 
pearance. Keep track of all 
new inventions, but adopt 
none without rigorous ex- 
amination, and with a cer- 
tainty of its resulting profit- 
ably. 

Study sagaciously the sev- 
eral aptitudes of the work- 
men, so as to employ the 
physical and intellectual ca- 
pacities of all to the best ad- 
vantage; lay down concisely 
the duties of each employee, 
the task of each workman; insist at all points 
upon activity, precision, and above all perfec- 
tion; maintain cleanliness, order, and subordina- 
tion; reward the services of each workman 
equitably; and stimulate the zeal of the work 
men by gratuities to those who distinguish them- 
selves by their intelligence and by their desire 
to fulfill their duties; inflict penalties for negli- 
gence that it may be rare. 

Obtain the best terms for the entire product, 
and employ all possible energy and business tact 
in securing orders for such papers as are best 
suited to the capacities of the establishment; 
maintain in everything connected with the mill, 
and in all commercial transactions, a strict and 
well-ordered system of accounts. In fact, treat 
all business with rigorous precision. 

The advantages of a good site and perfect ma- 
chinery are only poor elements of success if they 
be not seconded by an active, intelligent, and 
pronounced management. 

I believe that I have referred to the rules for 
a good administration, as it was considered 
twenty-six years ago. The observations which 
I have had occasion to make during my long in- 
dustrial career had suggested to me the idea of 
noting here my opinion as to the best way to 
make good workmen, and afterwards to keep 
them; a question which is becoming every day 
more delicate and more difficult. Not that I would 
have treated this question from a social] stand- 
point, as that does not concern me. I would 
have taken things as they actually are at pres- 
ent, and without any pretension as a reformer; 
I would have modestly sought the means to recon- 
cile the interests of the employer with the ad- 
vancement of the welfare of the workman. 
Under these reflections, I doubt if it would be 
possible for me to treat this serious problem at 
any length without rendering myself liable to 
wound the susceptibilities of some of the trade. 
I must, therefore, abandon it, though I confess 
with regret. At all events, every manufacturer 
is aware of the fact that a good staff, fulfilling 
their duties conscientiously, cheerfully, and in- 
telligently contribute greatly to the prosperity 
of a paper manufactory; and they will know, 
doubtless better than myself, what means to em- 
ploy in forming such a staff, and attaching it to 
their establishment.—Gabriel Planche, in Mon-

We are in our holiday time and I don’t 
know of anything very startling or even fresh. 
From what I can hear prices of paper of all 
qualities keep very low and dealers are expect- 
ing worse times yet. Hand-made papers are 
beginning to feel the dull times and very few 
orders are on hand. Raw materials keep tolera- 
bly cheap, and just at present rags are unusually 
slack. Most paper-makers seem to have bought 
for the year, at any rate they say that they are 
very full. I can’t help commending their pru- 
dence. A short time ago rage were quite cheap 
enough to warrant contracts being closed and an 
end pnt to all anxiety as to future supplies. 
Many paper-makers took advantage of this and 
bought freely and have covered their require- 
ments for this year. Prices are a shade easier 
now, it is true, but so little difference exists as 
to render the actual result nil. To buy when 
the price is low is good, to buy when the price 
suits you is better, and to buy when the price is 
unhealthy is not wise, although sharp. Inmany 
cases the sellers find they can’t deliver and the 
paper-maker is thrown on the market. The 
paper-maker must always remember that the 
rag merchant must have a little profit as well as 
himself, and if he has a profit he can deliver his 
goods safely and continuously. I can’t help 
thinking the buying of raw material wants 
studying. 

Mill news is uninteresting. The foreman of 
Surdland Paper Mills, H. Hobday, leaves to- 
morrow, after sixteen years’ service at the mill. 
He goes to another site :.i» 1 at a mill nearer the 
sea. Without inquirin: '.> the circumstances 
or asking any question~ |)'s retirement is a great 
mistake on the part of his employers. No new 
man, however cheap, can produce such a testi- 
monial as sixteen years’ service. Mr. Hobday’s 
leaving is a very difficult nut to crack, but I be- 
lieve there’s a kernel in it, somehow ! 

Some time ago I complained about the inat- 
tention that paper-makers paid to letters and 
visits of dealers and others who had business 
with them. They do not improve, I am sorry to 
say. An instance this week has proved that my 
charge was well founded. Nothing is more un- 
business like, or, indeed, so lacking of mere ordi- 
nary politeness, as a refusal to answer a polite 
inquiry. 

Our friend, the Paper-Makers’ Monthly 
Journal, is still disquieted about London cor- 
respondents to American trade journals, and 
talks about their “amenities.” Some unfor- 
tunate man has incurred the displeasure of our 
contemporary, but I think the Paper-Makers’ 
Monthly Journal should say nothing about trade 
journals at all. They are told that it is notori- 
ous that the Paper-Makers’ Monthly Journal is 
the very worst paper in existence for informa- 
tion on trade matters. A statement nearly 
true. Thatis all the good the Paper-Makers’ 
Month/ly Journal gets for meddling. I see our 
friend has employed a canvasser and put a 
Cheapside firm on to hunt upa little business. 
With the exception of the usual letter from Mr.

Queries and Replies. 


Query.—We are very much troubled with our 
fan pump that throws water from cylinders 
on the machine by belts breaking, wearing 
out and slipping, and it seems to take more 
power to run than all the rest of the ma- 
chine. Can you advise us what todo? Will 
the Heald & Sisco pump do the work, and can 
the old discharge pipes, which are 6-inch cast 
iron, be used with the Heald & Sisco, or do 
you advise any other pump? Also what size 
pump shall we want—we have a 56-inch 
double-cylinder machine ? 

Ans.—To return the water from the cylinders to 
the mixing-box the pump should be set as 
high and the mixing-box as low as possible. 
The centre of the pump should be on a level 
with the centre of the cylinder and the bot- 
tom of the mixing-box on a level with the top 
of the screen, thus reducing, as much as pos- 
sible, the work which the pump has to do. 
The driving belt shoyld be at least six inches 
wide and twenty feet longand kept dry; the 
pump should be run slowly, say 500 revolu- 
tions per minute or less, if it will do its work 
with less. Rice, Barton & Fales make a good 
pump for this purpose, so do Smith, Win- 
chester & Co., but they are generally speeded 
altogether too high. 


Query.—We want to ask about the wood pulp 
business. 1. Does it generally pay? 2. What 
do you consider the most paying process? 3. 
What is the present market price for pulp, 
and what is the prospect? 4 Isany pulp ex- 
ported, and what is it worth in Liverpool or 
London! 5. Is there any duty on pulp, or on 
lumber necessary to make it, to get it from 
here or from Canada into England?! 6. What 
kinds of wood are adapted to its manufact- 
ure? 

Ans.—Our correspondent seems to want an ex- 
haustive treatise on the preparation of paper 
pulp from wood, but we will briefly note his 
queries in order: 1.

The 
manufacturers grow! about low prices and 
losing money, but they goon making wood 
pulp all the same. 2. Is another conundrum. 
There are so many processes that we are not 
familiar with their economic features and can- 
not tell. 3. Ground wood, 244 @3c. and chemi- 
cal 44¢@5\¢c. Cannot say as to prospects. 4. 
Ground pulp is not exported, but chemically 
prepared wood fibre is toa limited extent. 
Latest English quotations for wood pulp, as 
given by our London correspondent, are as 
follows: Chemically Prepared—Bleached, £20 
(£21 per ton; unbleached, £14 5s.(@£17 5s. per 
ton, ex wharf Hull or London; ex ship Hull or 
London, per ton: Pine, dry, £8 10s.@9 5s. ; 
do. moist, 50 per cent., £4 58.@£4 10s. ; aspen, 
dry, £10 108.@£11 15s.; do. moist, £5@£5 
7s. 6d.; do. dry flake, £10 10s. 5. Weare not 
sure that we know what you mean. As we 
understand it, there is no duty levied in Eng- 
land. 6. Pine, poplar, aspen, spruce and 
other woods which do not oppose mechanical 
or chemical processes so strongly as to make 
them too expensive to work,

The “Current of Improvement.” 





To the Editor of The 

Some of your readers, no doubt, will remem- 
ber the old style of cutting ropes by hand for 
paper-stock purposes. A round block of wood, 
say from 12 to 15 inches in diameter and about 2 
feet in length, was set on end. Close to the 
block was acoil of rope. The man in charge of 
this branch of the business catching hold of a 
rope placed it on the block and lifting up a 
hatchet he came down with all his might. If 
the rope was a stout one, as sometimes we find 
in ropes of this description, it took from four to 
six chops of the hatchet to cut it through. In 
this way two, or perhaps three, men found 
steady employment in one machine mill the year 
round, and it was not until about the year 1845, 
when rope or rag cutters were first invented, 
that these men were first dispensed with. At 
present one man with the aid of machinery can 
cut as much stock in one day as the three men 
could cut in former times by hand in a week. 
This is one reason why old paper-makers growl 
so much about machinery and subsequent hard 
times. 

The writer of this can remember when quite 
a youth seeing a man pump water by hand 
into a bleach boiler for boiling stock. This took 
him, as he had to take a good many rests, over 
an hour, a thing which can be accomplished 
nowadays without pumping in a few minutes. 
If this steady current of improvement, which 
has been going on for the'last fifty years, be per- 
mitted to continue much longer it will soon 
knock all of us into a cocked hat. That will be 
the upshot, I believe.

Rules to Make Money In Rags. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

I have a matter of considerable importance to 
the paper-manufacturer, and also to the honest 
and well-meaning rag packers of this country, 
that I have long felt ought to be ventilated, and 
as your journal seems to be the proper medium 
to bring it before the public, I will ask you to 
publish the following: 

Buy iron hoops at 1c. a pound; .put 25 pounds 
on each bale; have your bales average in weight 
500 pounds. 

Buy shirt cuttings at 6c. per pound (say 10 
tops), sell at cost, and you have a profit of 
$54.80. 

Buy 10 tons No. 1 whites, at 4c. per pound; sell 
at cost, and you have a profit of 334.80, 

Buy 10 tons No. 2 whites, at 3c. per pound; 
sell at cost, and you have a profit of $24.90. 

Perhaps you can sell to such mills as the Whit- 
ing, Parsons, or Holyoke Paper Company, 20 
tons of shirt outtings, 40 tons of No. 1 white 
rags, 60 tons of No. 2 white rags monthly. 

If you can, by this rule you have a profit on 
each one monthly, $417.60; and if you sell them 
every month in the year, you have made out of 
each company, by selling at cost, $5,011.20. 

By following this method you can successfully 
undersell all your honest competitors, and the 
unsuspecting manufacturer will swallow it all; 
and in time you will weed out every honest rag 
packer in the land, and have the field entirely to 
yourself. 

These rules had better be kept to yourself, as 
the manufacturer might adopt a rule to weigh 
back all the iron hoops at full prices, and your 
occupation would be gone. RaG DEALER.

To the Editor of The Journal: 

Our attention has been called by Messrs. Fett 
& Sengstak to an article in your journal of 
August 30, 1879, with reference toa small suit 
brought by them against the Seymour Paper 
Company, and which was tried on Thursday 
last before Judge Clancy. You state in that ar- 
ticle, ‘‘That the suit was brought for the value 
of asample bale of Hamburg rags, marked F. 
F., the sale of which was the origin of a con- 
tract of warranty.” 

As this isa misstatement, no doubt uninten- 
tional upon your part, we beg that, in justice to 
Messrs. Fett & Sengstak, you will make the fol- 
lowing correction: 

The suit was brought to recover the price of a 
bale of F. F. rags, sold by Messrs. Fett & Seng- 
stak to the Seymour Paper Company, at 3}<c. 
per pound, 

The defense was that this bale was a sample 
bale, and that afterwards 23 bales were pur- 
chased by the Seymour Paper Company upon 
the representation that they were of the same 
quality as the alleged sample, but that, upon ex- 
amination, they were found to be of an inferior 
quality and to contain 2,711 pounds of refuse 
matter, 

Measrs. Fett & Sengstak by their reply to this 
answer, denied the sale by sample; and, upon 
the trial, Judge Clancy held it was not a sale by 
sample, but that there were two distinct con- 
tractse—one for the sale of one bale of rags and 
the other for the sale of 23 bales; but he reserved 
his decision as to whether the Seymour Paper 
Company wasentitled to any damages. 

In view of the fact that an unfavorable im- 
pression against Messrs, Fett & Sengstak might 
be created by the article in your last issue, we 
beg that you will either publish this letter or 
make the statement contained herein.

Fourdrinier machine wishes to give a few facts | 


relative to the same. 


About 1824, Henry Barclay, a wealthy retired | 


merchant from New York, went to Saugerties 
with the idea of improving the water power at 
that place. He built the ‘‘ Ulster Iron Works,” 
a paper mill and erected what was intended for 
a print works, but was never used as such— 
Messrs. Jewett leasing it for a white lead works. 
The paper mill was built under the supervision 
of Ephraim Miller, of Morristown, N. J. The 
intention was to have sixteen engines and four 
Fourdrinier machines, but it was never fully 
carried out, they starting up with only four 
engines. The first Fourdrinier machine was set 
up by John Booth, manager, and Frank Miller, 
machinist. It was a 60-inch machine and started 
on the 24th day of October, 1827, by four young 
Scotchmen — Thomas Lindsay (uncle of the 
James Lindsay, subsequently connected with 
the Chelsea mill, Greenville, Conn.,) and 
Peter Adams as machine men, and Alex- 
ander Whyte and David Grieve as assistants. 
This was undoubtedly the first Fourdrinier 
machine started in this country. In 1828 four 
more engines and another Fourdrinier machine 
were added. James McDonald, who was assist- 
ant engineer when the mill started, is now 
engineer at the same piace—a service of fifty- 
two years. 

The first Fourdrinier machine made in this 
country was built by Messrs. Phelps & Spafford 
—predecessors of Messrs. Smith, Winchester & 
Co., South Windham, Conn.—for the Messrs.

During the last few years lithography has re- 
ceived an extraordinary development in Bel- 
gium. Before the year 1871 there were not 
more than five or six lithograpbic presses at 
work in the Belgian capital; but at the present 
time there are as many as forty-two. The cause 
of this remarkable expansion is said to have 
been the troubles connected with the Paris Com- 
mune, at which period a number of Paris lithog- 
raphers sought asylum in Brussels, and this 
gave to that art the development which it now 
enjoys there. 


A glance at the works of the Boston Machine 
Company, Boston, Mass., indicates that business 
is reviving there at least. The company is em- 
ploying at present about 240 men (capacity 300).

This machine is to have four cylinder-molds, 
specially fitted for making a thick, continuous 
sheet from wood pulp alone, three sets of press 
rolls, and twenty-one dryers, the upper ones fit- 
ted with adjustable boxes so arranged that they 
can be used for calendering if desired. Calender 
rolls made by this company are furnished with 
patent adjustable boxes, which admit of taking 
out any one roll of the stack without removing 
the upper ones. The machinery for grinding 
new and regrinding old rolls is of the most ap- 
proved kind, and does work which can be guar- 
anteed absolutely perfect. The company has 
orders for several eomposition or gun meta] shells 
for press rolls, a class of work of which it has 
done a great deal, parties at a great distance re- 
ceiving the shells turned and bored, and having 
them put on the rolls near their mills, thereby 
saving freight. Various kinds of second-hand 
paper machinery can always be found at these 
works, where the principal parts of a 54-inch 
and a 62-inch machine, also chilled calender 
engine rolls, dryer cylinder for a 72-inch machine, 
stop-end rag cutters, fan, plunger and Holly 
pumps, one suitable for fire purposes, are now to 
be had. The patent coffin straightway valve for 
steam, gas or water, said to have no superior in 
the market, and Messinger’s reliable steam in- 
jectors are manufactured by this company. The 
last-named is a machine of particular merit 
which is coming largely into use, and for a boiler 
feeder is said to be in every respect perfectly re- 
liable, taking the place of steam pump and 
heater, and never requiring any attention except 
to start and stop. The company is also sole 
maker of the direct-acting Hooker steam pump. 
It has always on band various sizes of stationary 
engines, also hoisting elevators, both steam and 








hydraulic. There is gquetabiy no concern in the 
country more largely engaged in the manufact- 
ure of water-works supplies than this company. 
Its water gates and fire hydrants can be found 
in most of the principal cities of the United 
States. It is at present filling orders for several 
48-inch, 36-inch and 30-inch gates for Louisville, 
Ky., and New Orleans, La., together with large 
orders for the smaller sizes from these and other 
cities.

THE PAPER TRADE.—In canvassing among 
dealers and manufacturers in the various 
branches of the paper trade, the opinion seems 
to be almost unanimous that the consumption of 
paper is increasing. While this inprovement is 
not spoken of as anywise sudden, it has been 
gradual, and is still growing, and there is every 
reason for believing that it is substantial. As 
regards prices, there is little or no variation, 
and in view of the supply of all kinds of papers 
having been so much in advance of the demand 
for so long a time, it is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that auy change will take place until these 
conditions of supply and consumption become 
very much altered. One of the most en- 
couraging features of the improvement in the 
paper trade at present, is the growing export 
business. We are sending papers all over the 
world. The superior quality and low prices of 
our goods are attracting buyers from all the for- 
eign markets. It was only this week that buy- 
ers from Yokohama and Shanghai, who were 
accustomed to purchase in England, made their 
appearance here, and examined our papers with 
a view to buying. There is more muvement in 
Fine Writings, the city trade are ordering more 
actively, and a fair number of orders are sent in 
by out-of-town buyers. The dealers and jobbers 
complain that the manufacturers have curtailed 
their business greatly by sending salesmen 
among the out-of-town wholesale stationers, and 
taking their orders direct. Book Papers are 
moving very fairly, and most of the mills are 
said to be running full on orders some time 
ahead at steady prices. There is nothing 
of particular note to mention regarding 
News. Prices seem to be very steady, and 
the demand somewhat regular. The im- 
proved jobbing trade in Manillas continues 
to be well sustained, and the call increases 
with the advance of the fall season. We are 
told that the proprietors of a large Manilla 
mill sent word to the agents in this city that it 
was impossible to fill one-half the orders sent 
them in any reasonable time. The business in 
Straw Boards was below the usual average last 
month, but an improvement has set in since this 
month opened, and dealers are hopeful that they 
may yet make upthe deficit before the season is 
over. Prices are sustained as far as can be 
learned. Straw Wrappings are moving very 
moderately. There is a little more doing in the 
export line, the shipments to the Cuban markets 
having commenced. Binders’ Boards are mov- 
ing fairly, and comparatively speaking are 
active. Prices are inside of our quotations. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The arrivals during the past 
week were the Tam O'Shanter, 5,200 bales, and 
Glenesk with 4,900 bales—a total of 10,100 bales 
for the week, which were mostly sold to arrive, 
and what remain unsold are being stored and 
held for 2'4@2%c., according to quality. The 
sales for the week comprfise,1,500 bales at full 
prices. Holders of prime spinning Butts, forward 
shipment from Calcutta, are holding at 2 11-16 
a 2%{c. 

WOOD PULP.—The larger mills working on 
ground Wood Pulp report a small increase in 
the number of orders received, but scarcely any 
mill is running to its full capacity. The demand 
on the whole is very fair, and cannot be called 
active. Prices do not vary much, but rule 
about as last mentioned. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK,— 
This market bas undergone no important change 
since the period of our last review. The only 
feature of any note is a little better movement 
in Linens. Manufacturers have sought these
